To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Rural  District  Council  of 

Wath. 

Gentlemen, 

I  again  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  ending  December  31st,  1950,  for  the  area  of  the  Rural 
District  Council  of  Wath. 

The  area  comprising  the  Rural  District  of  Wath  is  situate 
in  the  extreme  South-West  of  the  North  Riding.  It  forms  a 
portion  of  the  boundary  with  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  and 
is  a  purely  agricultural  district  with  no  industrial  concerns  within 
it.  Two-thirds  of  the  area  consist  of  rich  bearing  corn  and  roots 
land.  The  remainder  is  good  pasture.  It  is  not  well  watered  in 
the  centre,  there  being  a  great  scarcity  of  springs,  or  streams, 
but  the  major  portion  overlies  the  new  red  sandstone  water  bearing 
rock,  with  the  exception  of  a  marked  geological  ‘  fault,’  which 
runs  from  the  centre  in  an  easterly  direction,  and  which  yields 
undrinkable  water  owing  to  its  gypsum  and  pyrites  constituents. 

The  River  Swale  runs  full  length  of  its  Eastern  boundary, 
and  the  river  Ure  is  partly  the  Western  side  boundary,  which  at 
one  point  approaches  the  City  of  Ripon. 

The  annual  rainfall  averages  24 — 27  inches. 

Throughout  the  year  work  was  plentiful  for  all.  There  was, 
however,  no  shortage  of  workers  nor  even  at  seasonal  times  of 
gathering  the  crops. 

The  Wath  Rural  District  Area  lies  in  the  centre  of  the  vale 
of  York  and  is  considerered  the  Farming  Paradise.  Agriculture, 
the  oldest  and  most  important  of  all  industries  and  occupations 
is  followed  throughout  the  whole  of  this  rural  area  of  Wath.  The 
majority  of  dwellers  are  engaged  in  one  of  the  several  branches 
of  modern  agriculture. 

The  soil  of  the  district  is  of  a  rich  nature  and  friable  in 
character  in  most  parts.  This  natural  gift,  together  with  the 
present  day  advanced  high  standard  of  scientific  farming  assisted 
by  recent  and  helpful  legislation,  produced  an  exceptional  and 
bountiful  supply  of  high  quality  food  stuffs  during  the  year,  which 
much  helped  in  the  world  shortage  of  our  food  supplies. 

The  rural  resident  worker  in  agriculture,  in  spite  of  still  feeling 
the  loss  of  his  pig  and  poultry,  particularly  as  he  grows  the 
essential  diets  for  these,  has  certainly  fallen  on  his  feet.  He  now 
is  being  well  and  comfortably  housed  with  all  the  essentials  of  a 


modern  house  with  ample  space,  light,  privacy  and  dignity.  This 
happy  development  makes  the  agricultural  worker  less  restless 
and  remains  attached  to  the  land  and  the  envy  of  his  fellow  in¬ 
dustrial  worker  in  the  large  town,  now  that  houses  and  wages 
of  labour  conform  more  to  each  of  the  rural  and  industrial 
occupations. 

There  are  at  the  same  time  a  number  of  workers  engaged 
outside  the  area,  principally  on  Service  Stations  as  civilians  and 
other  non  agricultural  work.

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NURSING. 

Four  N.R.C.C.  District  Nurses  practice  daily  throughout 
the  area. 

All  Notifiable  Infectious  Cases  were  removed  to  Thistle  Hill 
Isolation  Hospital,  Knaresborough,  West  Riding,  Yorks. 

The  above  four  District  Nurses  practice  as  Midwives  through¬ 
out  the  Council’s  area. 

LABORATORY  FACILITIES. 

These  were  efficiently  and  promptly  supplied  by  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory,  Northallerton,  under  North  Riding  County 
Council  direction. 

Regular  and  methodical  use  was  made  of  these  for  Bacterio¬ 
logical  examination  of  drinking  water,  and  other  specimens. 

DIPHTHERIA  AND  VACCINATION  (IMMUNIZATION). 

Immunization  was  more  efficiently  carried  out  during  the 
year.  Children  were  done  in  their  own  homes  and  not  in  sessions. 
Vaccination  was  also  more  consistently  performed.  The  parent, 
or  guardian,  showed  very  little  objection  to  either  of  these  two 
child  life  savers.  In  fact  they  more  or  less  welcomed  and  even 
asked  for  them  for  their  children. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES. 

There  are  eleven  townships  in  the  Council’s  area,  all  of  which 
have  a  piped  supply  of  drinking  water. 

Two  of  these  are  privately  owned. 

Three  townships  had  a  constant  and  pure  and  ample  supply 
as  they  were  provided  by  a  main  from  the  Thirsk  Water  Company. 
The  privately  owned  supplies,  along  with  the  other  Council  owned 
supplies,  were  regularly  submitted  to  the  N.R.  County  Public 
Health  Laboratory  at  Northallerton  for  Bacteriological  examination. 

WATER. 

PRIVATE  AND  COUNCIL  WATER  SUPPLIES. 

The  Marton-le-Moor  supply  maintained  a  satisfactory  quality 
throughout  the  year.  It  was  bacteriologically  examined  each 
quarter. 

Rainton  Village  supply.  A  constant  source  of  anxiety  owing 
to  its  antiquity  and  vulnerability  of  pollution.  It  is  now  2  years 
nearly  since  sanction  was  sought  to  use  joint  supply  for  Rainton 
and  Baldersby  S.  James  (the  worst  two  supplies  in  your  area), 
yet  nothing  has  materialised  beyond  ”  paper  work.”  The  building 
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of  some  12  necessary  new  Council  houses  at  Rainton  is  held  up. 
The  risk  of  pollution  is  ever  present.  The  quantity  falls  below 
normal  requirements  in  dry  seasons,  yet  more  and  more  demands 
are  being  put  on  it  by  the  erection  of  large  piggeries  and  more 
W.C.’s  and  baths.  Sanction  for  development  of  this  joint  scheme 
was  issued  several  months  ago. 

Wath  Village — consistent  and  satisfactory,  bacteriologically. 

Melmerby  Village — supplies  Melmerby  village  and  Baldersby 
village  ;  also  an  adjoining  large  Government  Establishment — 
consistent  and  good. 

Hutton  Conyers  called  for  attention  in  keeping  with  its  previous 
reputation.  Corrected  but  apt  to  “  backslide.”  Supply  con¬ 
sistent  and  tested  quarterly. 

Middleton  Quernhow — (privately  owned),  maintained  its  im¬ 
proved  condition  and  gave  satisfactory  supply  and  test  reports. 

Source  of  supply  to  each  village. 

Village  of  Asenby,  Dishforth  and  Cundall.  All  three  villages 
from  main  of  Thirsk  Water  Company. 

Melmerby  and  Baldersby.  Springs,  pump,  reservoir,  good 
elevation,  fully  automatic  electric  pumping  control.  Supplies 
Ministry  of  Supply  Establishment  nearby.  Supply  satisfactory 
in  quality  and  quantity. 

Hutton  Conyers — Spring  reservoir  pipe  supply  and  electric 
automatic  pump. 

Marton-le-Moor — Bore — electric  automatic  pump  reservoir 
on  site  and  piped  village  supply.  Quality  and  quantity  correct. 

Middleton  Quernhow — Bore  pump  reservoir,  good  elevation. 
Piped  supply  quarter  mile  to  this  village  (private). 

Norton  Conyers — Ripon  Corporation  supply  (private). 

Wath — Bore — automatic  electric  pump,  reservoir,  good 
elevation.  Piped  supply  to  village,  consistent  in  quantity  and 
quality. 

Rainton — Land  spring  (not  protected,  on  gathering  ground 
on  slope  above).  One  mile  to  village.  No  filter — through  doubt¬ 
ful  pipe  and  very  vulnerable.  Gravitation  to  village  and  very 
small  reservoir  not  well  elevated.  Bacteriological  examination 
frequently  shows  contamination. 
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B alder sby  S.  James— A  hamlet  of  some  40  inhabitants 
possess  one  hand  pump  only.  Open  well.  Water  contaminated 
at  times.  Joined  up  with  and  waiting  the  Rainton  supply  de¬ 
velopment. 

The  proposed  bore  for  both  villages  is  situated  at  Baldersby 
S.  James. 

During  the  year  1950  a  new  water  main  was  laid  to  the  houses 
at  Baldersby  Station. 

THE  NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT. 

The  above  act  was  in  its  second  year  of  operation.  This 
gave  a  chance  to  observe  the  great  benefits  for  sickness  or  ill-health 
which  it  gave  to  all  sections  of  the  community.  Everyone,  irre¬ 
spective  of  class  or  section  enjoyed  first  rate  medical  and  surgical 
services  and  attention.  Also  the  full  and  generous  hospital 
services  with  its  attendant  and  efficient  ambulance  services.  The 
maternity  mother  entered  the  best  Maternity  Ward  free  of  charge 
when  her  home  circumstances  made  it  advisable.  The  one  group 
who  appeared  to  have  fallen  out  of  the  net  of  comforts  and  aid 
are  the  elderly  retired  and  childless  folk  or  with  children  living 
away.  The  Act  has  not  provided  anything  for  them,  and  has 
deprived  them  of  all  the  fatherly  care,  supervision  and  help  they 
got  under  the  last  decade  of  the  Poor  Law  Acts  (per  the  Assistance 
Act)  and  they  did  receive  these  benefits  to  my  knowledge  of  50 
years  service  amongst  these  worn  and  helpless  old  souls.  Mention 
of  Voluntary  Service  to  fill  this  gap  fills  one  with  amazement 
and  as  soon  as  the  novelty  passes  the  deed  ceases.  I  feel  the  only 
thing  is  fresh  legislation  to  furnish  them  with  a  reliable  service, 
with  partially  paid  officials  to  attend  them  in  their  own  homes. 
Special  Homes  for  them  is  taking  one  back  to  the  days  prior  to 
Poor  Law  age,  when  each  township  niggardly  did  provide  for  their 
own  poor  old  folk.  Members  of  their  family  cannot  or  will  not 
give  them  attendance.  The  outside  public  could  not  be  expected 
to  undertake  this  philanthropic  work  because  the  relatives  failed 
to  do  so.  After  all  the  “  Great  Book  of  Reference  ”  gives  a  definite 
pledge  of  a  long  life  in  the  land  if  you  honour  your  parents.  This 
should  be  remembered  and  not  set  aside  by  the  urge  to  be  relieved 
of  all  responsibility,  and  by  their  admission  into  hospital, 
deprive  them  of  their  accustomed  home  comforts  and  surroundings. 
Another  factor  precipitating  this  deplorable  condition  of  the 
elderly  and  incapable  persons  is  the  increased  Old  Age  Pension 
which  now  allows  many  to  live  without  the  extra  remuneration 
for  attending  and  nursing  these  elderly  persons  which  was  a  means 
to  eke  out  their  livelihood. 
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SCAVENGING. 

The  Council  were  able  during  the  year  to  arrange  for  the 
scavenging  service  of  the  whole  area  for  house  refuse,  but  not 
contents  of  earth  closets.  These  latter  became  less  numerous 
during  the  year.  The  scavenging  contract  has  been  a  boon  to 
the  inhabitants. 

HOUSING. 

The  Council  were  fortunate  in  having  satisfactory  allocation 
for  houses.  Tenders  were  soon  received,  selected  and  put  into 
action  with  the  result  the  Council  maintained  its  previous  satis¬ 
factory  housing  reputation  with  a  post  war  number  of  560  in¬ 
habited  houses  only.  They  raised  this  number.

All  were  brick  built — same  size  each  batch — no  size  reduction. 
Tenders  easily  obtained.  Reasonable  quotation  and  rapid  exe¬ 
cution  of  work  and  satisfactory.  Each  township  was  given  its 
quota  based  on  its  needs.  Rainton  scheme  held  back  waiting 
a  new  and  sufficient  water  supply  scheme,  making  all  good,  hand¬ 
some  and  commodious  houses  well  situated  and  tenanted  by  the 
most  deserving  cases  of  overcrowding.  Private  allocation  to  be 
given  and  homes  built  there. 

DRAINAGE. 

Each  village  has  its  sewage  treated  by  tanks,  with  the 
exception  of  Wath  village,  which  has  a  very  primitive  sewage  bed 
works.  As  would  be  expected,  though  each  village  gets  rid  of  its 
sewage,  and  does  not  suffer  itself,  yet  this  is  only  done  by  the  escape 
of  solid  material  out  of  the  tanks  which  are  far  too  ancient,  small 
and  inefficient  to  deal  with  the  solid  material,  especially  so,  as 
often  surface  water  gets  into  the  sewer,  and  solids  escape  down 
ditches  and  small  streams.  This  Council,  like  all  other  Rural 
ones,  realize  it  is  impossible  to  deal  efficiently  with  the  increased 
sewage  material  from  the  greater  number  of  W.C.’s  and  baths 
now  being  installed  in  every  village. 

The  Ministry  sanctioned  the  combined  sewerage  scheme  for 
the  two  villages  of  Melmerby  and  Wath  as  the  outcome  of  the 
public  enquiry  held  the  previous  year.  No  commencement  on 
the  scheme  was  possible  during  the  year  1950. 

No  new  sewers  were  laid  or  extended. 
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Each  township  is  earmarked  for  a  new  sewerage  scheme  to 
treat  the  effluent  more  efficiently  and  to  prevent  the  gross  pollution 
of  the  stream  and  becks  which  now  takes  place.  First  Melmerby 
and  Wath  in  early  operation  now,  then  Baldersbyand  then  Rainton 
village  which  is  very  grossly  at  fault. 

MILK. 

About  the  same  quantity  and  quality  of  milk  is  produced  as 
in  former  years.  Most  of  it  is  consigned  to  the  large  Milk  Collecting 
Centres  where  it  is  sterilized.  This  leaves  the  Producer  Retailer’s 
milk  as  consumed  in  the  village  of  its  origin  as  not  sterilized.  When 
pasteurization,  which  certainly  is  more  appreciated  now,  is  used 
to  treat  the  milk,  then  bacteriological  examination  of  this  milk 
must  be  made  fairly  frequently  as  a  check  to  safeguard  rural  con¬ 
sumers. 

The  remarks  of  lack  of  personal  cleanliness  as  related  in 
former  reports,  I  regret  to  state,  show  very  little  improvement  in 
this  direction. 

ELEMENTARY  SCHOOLS  INSPECTIONS. 

These  Schools  were  purposely  not  inspected  during  the  year, 
as  former  complaints  and  suggested  requirements  in  the  sanitary 
arrangements  of  some  of  the  Schools  were  ignored  or  flatly  turned 
down.

WORKSHOPS. 


The  7  workshops  were  inspected  and  lime  washing  has  been 
done. 


SCAVENGING. 


The  complete  scheme  for  collecting  house  refuse  has  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year  and  appears  to  have  been  generally 
satisfactory. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 


The  two  Slaughter  Houses  are  still  out  of  use. 

Sewers. 

The  sewers  have  not  given  any  trouble  during  the  year  and 
no  new  sewers  have  been  constructed. 

Permission  to  proceed  with  the  Disposal  Works  for  the  villages 
of  Wath  and  Melmerby  (joint  schemes)  the  contractor  is  expected 
to  begin  the  work  in  Nov.  1951.  The  provision  of  this  service 
will  remove  one  of  the  most  serious  insanitary  conditions  in  the 
district  by  removing  the  sewage  of  Melmerby  from  the  ditch  which 
has  served  as  the  only  means  of  disposing  of  the  crude  sewage 
for  many  years.  Disposal  of  sewage  is  increasingly  important 
owing  to  the  introduction  of  W.C.’s.,  baths,  and  running  water 
internally. 


Over-crowding. 

Overcrowding  still  continues  to  some  extent  but  some  of  the 
worst  cases  have  been  relieved  by  the  provision  of  new  houses 
and  by  improvement  of  old  houses  and  further  relief  will  be  pro¬ 
vided  by  the  more  rapid  rate  of  production  than  previously. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  the  existing  houses  is  being  improved 
by  the  provision  of  water  under  pressure,  provision  of  kitchen 
sink  with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  on,  baths  and  water  closets 
displacing  the  foul  ashpits  and  pans.
